The support which this work has met with, and which may 
fairly be taken as a measure of its utility, enables the proprietors 
to present the public with a second edition. They return thcii* 
grateful thanks to friends for many valuable suggestions, and 
much information freely given, and trust that they may be 
favoured with a continuance of the same ia the future. The 
caprices of fashion, not less than the advance made each year in 
science and medicine, render such assistance peculiarly necessary 
in a work like the present. 

To note and chronicle such advances and their bearing on the 
health resorts of the Continent, is the object which the writers 
have kept constantly in view. If they have, in the present 
instance, succeeded in their task, however imperfectly, it will 
stimulate them to fresh efforts. 

The present edition contains nearly 1,300 new names of i>laces. 
The " Table of Diseases," which shows where invalids suffering 
from various maladies may best seek change, has been entirely 
re-written. So likewise has the Table of the quickest and cheapest 
routes to the various places indicated. This, it is hoped, will be 
' found equally useful to invalids and travellers. Various other 
additions and emendations have also been made. A map, printed 
in eleven colours, indicates at a glance the therapeutic properties 
of the various health resorts mentioned.

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ADVICE TO BATHEKS. 



In selecting a bathing-place, not only should the chemical com- 
position of the waters be taken into account, but also the climate, 
altitude, resources of the station, habits of the patient, and his 
moral proclivities. 

The family medical adviser should select the station most 
suitable for his patient, should furnish him with an introduction 
to the resident doctor, and should indicate the proper moment 
for departure. The warm months, which suit some persons, 
are not equally advantageous to others. Englishmen, owing to 
the high temperatures prevailing in July and August, often prefer 
to make their visits to watering-places in May and September. 
There are, however, many patients, for instance, the lymphatic, 
the scrofulous and the rheumatic, — who require the direct heat of 
the sun quite as much as the thermal action of the waters. Such 
persons will, of course, prefer the warmest season for the mineral 
waters. Our ancestors would appear to have made some sys- 
tematic preparations before going to the baths. Ncni venitemai al 
hagno se nan siete p^irgato ! We are a little too indifferent now, 
perhaps, to such preliminaries. We content ourselves generally 
with complementary treatment. The Germans, on the other 
hand, employ both. They have the preparatory tceatment 
(Vorkur), and the after treatment (Nachkur), and deem the one 
not less important than the other. 

To regain health, it is not sufficient merely to take a course of 
waters; it is also necessary to observe certain hygienic pre- 
cautions. As regards treatment, there are perhaps no fixed rules. 
The indications must vary according to each individual case, for 
where one requires tonic, another may require alterative treatment. 
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X ADVICE TO BATHERS. 

Medical men are naturally the best qualified to decide what is good 
in each individual case. Whether, for example, an animal or a 
vegetable diet is in any given instance the more suitable of the 
two. 

For some patients Bordeaux, for others a lighter wine is most 
suitable ; the table water will also vary, from Carlsbad to Apol- 
linaris, Oriol, Condillac, Vals or Royat, Vichy or Bourboule, as 
the case may be. 

Many invalids find in exercise, and, if necessary, in massage 
and gymnastics, a complementary hygienic treatment. The want 
of exercise engenders disease, and is one of the most potent 
factors in the production of gout, gravel, obesity, anaemia, 
dyspepsia, and many other affections. Digestion is aided almost 
as much by the legs as by the stomach. It is by proper exercise 
that the appetite is sharpened, the digestion strengthened, nervous 
energy developed, and sleep induced. 

Concerning wearing apparel, it may be remarked that, as a 
rule, mineral-water stations are situated in mountainous conn» 
tries, where the temperature and hygrometric conditions of the 
atmosphere are subject to change every hour. For a patient who 
has experienced the depurative action of the waters, and has 
thereby been rendered more liable to take cold, a light woollen 
overcoat,, worn as required, is always advisable. 

The stimulating effects of the thermal treatment, the life led, 
the exercise taken, the obligation of early rising, all conduce to 
make sleep even more imperatively necessary than under ordinary 
circumstances. 

It is not assuredly by leading in watering-places the same life 
which a mati has led elsewhere — not, for example, by turning 
night into day - that he can expect to regain strength and 
nervous energy. Early rising and early retiring to rest must 
be the rule for all who wish to benefit by the waters. 

Amusement is not absolutely necessary to the good effects of the 
mineral-water cure, nor is it true that it is its principal element. 
Bordell is said to have treated horses successfully with mineral 
waters, and as " amusement '* or " imagination" are unknown to 
such animals, the most incredulous must allow that mineral waters 
liave a curative power, due to their own specific principles. On

the other hand, it is not less true, as Zimmermann remarks, 
that " Certain diseases can only be relieved by medicines acting 
on the mind, cuid, therefore, amusement and recreation play 
an important r6le in hydro- mineral medication.'* Persons, 
therefore, interested in the success of any particular spring, 
shoald bear this fact in mind, and remember that as there are 
patients to whom quietude, tranquility, the contemplation of 
nature, promenades on hills, in meadows, and so forth, may 
suffice, so there are others, with less bucolic tastes, who may 
prefer a good orchestra to the song of birds, and to whom the 
varied amusements of society, enjoyed in just measure, are alike 
useful and profitable. 

The selection of an hotel is also an important matter. If an 
invalid is thrown among those whose conversation and habits 
are agreeable, and whose tastes and feelings are in harmony with 
his own, his sojourn will become a pleasant one. He may be 
induced to prolong it, and may separate with regret from his 
new acquaintances. How often has a friendship formed at a 
watering-place exercised a happy influence over the whole of 
after life !

Deinking the Watee. - It used at one time to be the cufitom 
to drink mineral waters by tlie gallon. Of late years, however, 
this practice has more or less declined, and it is now the rule to 
administer waters in graduated doses of one glass, half-a-glass, 
quarter-of-a-glass, or even, as at Eaux-bonnes, by the table- 
spoonful. The quantity should be diminished or increased, in 
accordance with the indications of the disease, and the degree of 
tolerance shown by the jmtient. The waters are generally taken 
best in the morning, and their absorption is often promoted by 
a short walk. To go directly from the spring to the bath, or 
to drink the waters while in the bath itself, frequently disagrees, 
causing a sensation of weight in the stomach, or even nausea.. 
♦Strictly speaking, all mineral waters might be taken internally. 
In practice, however, the hypothermal are reserved exclusively 
for external use. 

Inhalation.- The object of inhalation is to cause certain 
medicinal substance^ to enter the lungs directly. These sub- 
stances may be in the form of gases, vapours or spray. It "has 
long been known that the pulmonaiy mucous membrane can bo 
a<;ted on by substances inhaled. It was this knowledge which led 
GaIiEN to send his patients to the sulphurous air of Sicily, and 
Laemee to hang seaweed round the walls of the rooms occupied 
by sufferers from consumption. Pulmonary absorption often takes 
place with great . rapidity, as is shown by the fact that merely 
passing through a malarial swamp will often induce an attack of 
fever. There is a double advantage in inhalation; it brings the 
medicapient in direct contact with the affected part, and also'

relieves the* stomach, already perhaps over-stimulated by excessive 
and long-continued dosing with drugs. 

Baths. — In the present state of our knowledge it is scarcely 
possible to say how mineral baths exactly act. It is reasonable 
to attribute their action to absorption through the skin. This 
however is denied by some physiologists. M. Durbien, for 
instance, maintains that .the weight of the body is unchanged 
after a bath of moderate temperature, but that it gains or loses 
weight in proportion as the bath is under or over a mean tem- 
perature. ScoNTKTTEN maintains that a mineral water bath acts 
less by the mineral principles contained in it than by the 
electricity liberated. He suggests a study of the magnetic 
needle as a means of judging of the efficacy of a spring. A bath 
of from 50 to 76° F. is considered tepid, from 76 to 92° F. warm, 
from 92 to 112° F. hot. A mean between the two latter is the 
temperature of the reservoirs in the thermal establishments. It 
is of course impossible to give any one temperature which shall 
be applicable to all cases. Some individuals will be affected by a 
temperature of 76° more than others will by one of 82°. When, 
however, the temperature of the bath is nnsuited to a particular^ 
case less benefit is derived from the waters. A patient should 
therefore note accurately the thermometer before entering his 
bath, and not, as is so often done, rely on his own tactile 
sensibility, or on that of his attendant. As a rule, to which^ 
however, there are exceptions, the stay in the bath should not 
exceed one hour j nor should it be continued after the temperature 
begins to fall to luke warm, for a bath should either be hot or 
cold. If a warm bath be continued too long it is apt to produce 
determination of blood to the skin j if a cold bath be so continued,, 
it is apt to produce a revulsion of blood towards the internal 
organs. 

Shower Baths and Douches.— The douche bath has only been- 
prescribed systematically of recent years. Its chief advantages: 
are that it can be used so as to impart a shock or stimulus, that it 
requires less time, and that it can be administered fit what are 
comparatively extreme temperatures. The douche consists essen- 
tially of a jet of water, which as it were encloses the whole or-

any given portion of the body. Its effects can be modified by- 
altering the temperature, direction, power, or form of the^ef d^eav. 

Massage, or "Kneading," is a method of treatment which has 
prevailed in the East from time immemorial. It is now common 
enough in most balneal establishments in Europe. Long aban- 
doned to quacks and empirics, who owed to it much of their 
success in treating joint affections, it has at length taken its 
place as a recognised method of treatment. Massage consists 
essentially of a series of acts of pressure and traction altemately 
on the skin, muscles and sinews. This mauii^ulation can be 
combined, as desired, with the douche, the sweating bath, the 
simple bath (wet massage), or without water at all (dry massage) . 
From a physiological point of view it may be said that the douche 
and massage act by augmenting the quantity of blood passing 
through a tissue or organ in a given time. The process of organic 
exchange thereby becomes more active, and nutrition is stimulated. 

Gymnastics form a useful addition to hydrotherapeutics. The 
gymnastics here spoken of have of course nothing to do with pro* 
fessional gymnastics, but are simply and solely medical exercises. 
Their object is to restore the body to its normal form by suitable 
and continuous motion, and to compel feeble or undeveloped 
organs to undertake their fair share of physiological work. To 
this system of treatment the illustrious Delpech gave the name 
of " orthomorphism." 

Mineral Waters from a Therapeutic Point of View. -The- 
term " mineral waters " is applied to those waters which hold in 
solution a variety of mineral substances at various temperatures^ 
Some writers have denied the therapeutic efficacy of mineral- 
waters, basing their opinions on the minute quantities of mineral 
matter held in solution. In many cases however the waters act 
with so much energy that no scepticism as to their power is pos- 
sible. Thus at Eaux-bonnes a season rarely passes without some^ 
sufferer inducing hEemoptysis by an indiscreet use of the waters. 
At Ax, Dr. Garrigon has known death to occur from the 
injudicious and excessive use of the Vignerie spring. The Carlsbad 
waters, if taken by persons of a plethoric and sanguine habit of

body, may occasion dangerous symptoms. Many of these mineral 
waters are of a much more complex character than the older 
chemists, with their less perfect methods of analysis, supposed. 
Quite recently Dr. Thenabd has discovered arsenic in the waters 
of Mont-Dore, while in other springs the existence of rare 
elements, such as rubidium, can now be demonstrated. The 
human body indeed, as every physiologist knows, is itself 
sufficiently rich in minerals. Iron, lithium, manganese, lead 
and copper are found in it, besides phosphorus, sulphur, silica, 
chlorine, fluorine, potassium, sodium, calcium and magnesia in 
more or less intimate union with the common substances of all 
organic life, viz., oxygen, hydrogen, carbon and nitrogen — a 
sufficiently long list it will be allowed. 

Modern pathology teaches that many diseased conditions of 
the body depend on deficiency or undue excess of mineral con- 
stituents. Thus a deficiency of iron shows itself in the blood by 
clorosis and anaemia, both conditions being soon removed when 
iron is supplied. Goitre, it has been suggested, depends on the 
absence of iodine in drinking water, just as stone in the bladder 
is often induced by drinking excessively hard water. Osteo- 
malachia, or softening of the bones, as also rickets, depend 
primarily on a deficiency of the salts of lime. Hence, to restore 
these absent principles would seem at once the most efficacious and 
common-sense plan of treatment. This is exactly what mineral 
waters do, but they do it much more surely and quickly than any 
mixtures compounded artificially in the chemist's laboratory. 
The similarity existing between the constituents of the human 
body and of certain mineral waters did not escape the 
illustrious Sydenham, who remarked that chalybeate waters 
will sometimes restore patients to health more rapidly and 
thoroughly than the most lauded pharmaceutical preparations. 
Similarly, Dr. Bazin, Professor of Dermatology at the Hospital 
St. Louis, Paris, holds that natural sulphurous waters are much 
more powerful therapeutically than any which can be produced 
by art. The mere fact that mineral waters have so long held 
their own in medicine, and are to-day more used than ever, is a 
strong argument in favour of their value. When rightly used 
they constitute a complex, but a very real remedy, the more valu- 
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PINTS TO VISITORS AT WATERING-PLACES. xvii 

able because prepared by Nature herself. One proof is as good 
as a thousand. The physiological effects of only 0'25 gram, of 
iron in spa water will show themselves quicker and more 
pleasantly than many times the amount of the same metal 
in an artificial compound. The reason is that from some cause 
or another natural iron water is more quickly absorbed and 
assimilated. It has been suggested that the presence of other 
minerals and chemical compounds render it more digestible. 
Whatever the reason may be the fact is indisputable, as many 
have learned from personal trial. 

Medical experience goes to show that almost every affection 
which subsequently becomes chronic might at one period of 
its history have been relieved. All, at a certain stage are 
susceptible of relief by a suitable course of vraters. There 
exists scarcely a diathesis, or "state of constitution,'* which 
naay not be modified and improved by these natural remedies. 
Especially is this true of those faulty states to which the name 
" syphilitic," '* scrofulous or strumous,*' " herpetic," and *' gouty" 
have been given. A judicious and early use of minei-al waters 
will often check the first manifestations .of these unhealthy 
conditions, which, in the majority of cases, are hereditary rather 
than acquired. The action of minei-al waters is well-nigh as 
varied and subtle as their composition. The great majority, 
however, of all medicinal water act essentially as tonics and 
alteratives. Hence the fact that a certain unhealty condition of 
body may often be modified or changed by springs apparently 
widely different in composition. The important fact to bear in 
mind is that mineral waters exercise an influence above and beyond 
that which their merely chemical composition would seem to 
indicate. This is well-known to medical men in all the scientific 
centres of Europe; -Hence it is that Bazin sends sufferers from 
psoriasis to Royat, that Hardy sends herjjetics to St. Gervais, that 
GuENEAU DE MussY sends chest cases to Mont-Dore, that Ricokp 
and Calvo send syphilitics to Aix-les-Bains, that Sir Hekey 
Thompson of London sends calculous cases toMarienbad, Puilna, 
and Vals, that Garrod sends gouty and rheumatic sufferers to 
Aix-les-Bains, and Cavelot of Naples lymphatic and strumous 
.patients to Ischia.

Classification of Mineral Waters. It is by no means easy 
to classify mineral waters. Indeed, a simply arranged but 
scientific catalogue of the various springs of Europe is still a 
desidei*atn, for balneology has not as yet found its LinnsBus or 
Jussien. Chemists are scarcely agreed as to what should fomi 
the basis of classification, whether it should be the mineral 
elements themselves, or the acids with which they are united in 
the form of various salts. Tho chief mineral salt present may 
bo taken roughly as characteristic of a particular spring, and as 
imparting to it certain distinctive characters. It should, how- 
ever, be borne in mind that the element of quantity is not always 
identical with that of quality, and that often chemical analysis is 
a most uncertain guide to therapeutic value. 

The following classification may be adopted in the absence of a 
better, viz. : - 

1. Indifferent, thermal, or cold. 

2. Alkaline waters. 

3. Alkali'Saline waters. 

4. Acidulated (bitter) waters. 

5. Saline waters, 
(a.) simple saline. 
(6.) sea water, 
(c.) iodo-bromide. 

6. Sulphurous waters. 

7. Ferruginous waters. 

8. Lime and earthy waters. 

However defective this classification may be, it has the 
great advantage pf indicating the mineral constituents of most 
importance from a therapeutic point of view. Thus, speaking in 
general terms, it may be said that lung and skin affections are 
benefited chiefly by sulphurous waters, the uric acid diathesis by 
the soda bicarbonate, the scrofulous by the alkaline, anaemia and 
chlorosis by the chalybeate, syphilis in its various manifestations 
by the bromiodides, and herpes by the arsenical. 

Milk and Buttermilk Cure. — The milks used for the former 
are those of the cow, goat, sheep, donkey, and mare. Of these 
five, that of the donkey contains most water and least organic 
matter, i.e., nearly 9 % j next comes goat's milk, with 18| % . 
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cow's, with 14 % ; sheep's, with 16 % ; and mare's, with nearly 
17 %. Sheep's milk is, therefore that most generally used. 
Mare's milk is employed only in Russia, Hungary, and at a very 
few places in Germany. Sheep's milk is the most nutritive, but 
at the same time the most diflBcult of digestion. 

Casein is contained in the vai-ious milks in the following 
proportions :— Cow's, 5 % j sheep's, 4f % ; goat's, 4i % ; 
donkey's 2 % ; and mare's, \^ %. 

Milk as- a nutritive element has been used from time imme- 
morial. With regard to their respective nutritive values, the 
various milks are classified as follows : — 

(1) Coio's. 

(2) Goafs. — Rich in albumen, and especially valuable in 
intestinal catarrh. 

(3) Sheep's. — ^Very rich, and a valuable remedy in cases of 
reduced alimentation. 

(4) Donkei/s. — Relatively the poorest in nutritive consti- 
tuents, but still one of the most important on account 
of its ready digestability and mild purgative action. It 
is especially valuable in chronic chest complaints, with 
frequent acute exacerberations and pyrexia, and where 
there is no intestinal catarrh. 

(5) Mare's milky though as yet but little employed as a 
curative agent, is actually the richest of all the five. 
It is very poor in protein, but is the richest in butter, 
as also in milksugar, and salts. Its chemical composition 
suggests that in chronic tuberculosis of the respiratory 
organs it might prove to be a very valuable therapeutic 
agent. 

The special treatment advisable in each case dilE^rs consider- 
ably, and can best be decided by the medical practitioner. Some 
physicians forbid other nourishment whilst patients are under- 
going the milk cure ; others admit a very small quantity, whUe 
others again continue the usual diet. Some mix the milk with 
water, others with coffee, and others prescribe it after the cream 
has been removed. The milk cure has given good resultp in 
dropsy, in difiicult respiration depending on emphysema and 
.catarrh, in chronic diarrhoea, in liver affections, in dyspepsia.

in diabetes, in morbus Brightii, in diseases of tli© heart, in 
Itrticular rheumatism, and in nervous and other affections. 

Buttermilk Cube. -The ordinary residue of the milk after 
churning is sometimes used as a cure, and has given good results 
in cases of plethora abdominalis, chronic constipation, chronic 
heart disease, and especially in ulcers of the stomach. 

Whey and Koumiss Cube. — Whey is milk deprived of its 
casein. It has a pale green colour, is transparent, has a sweetish 
taste, and a flavour of goat's piilk. It contains in 100 parts : -

The whey cure is generally prescribed in case» of scrofula, 
incipient tuberculosis, rheumatism, and hereditary gout, plethora 
abdominalis, chronic phthisis, pneumonia, and bronchitis, laryn<> 
gitis, abdominal disorders, liver and kidney affections. 

The cure is usually carried out in mountainous and woody 
places, as the air, climate, &c., work in conjunction with the whey. 
The daily quantities prescribed, vary according to individual 
habits, and range between i to 1 litre a day. The latter amount, 
however, can be supported by very few, and is rarely given. The 
taste of whey is subacid and not unpleasant. Medical Jtuthorities 
fvre still tmdeoided as to whether it is the whey or the mountain 
air, or the emanations of the forest which has so often done 
good in many of the above complaints. 

- Koumiss is fermented mare's milk ahd is held in high favour 
as a remedy against consumption with the nomad tribes of the 
Bussian and Siberian Sfeppes. Therie are but few establishmentB 
in Germany, Austria or Switzerland, which include Koumiss 
in the list of their therapeutic agents. Taken in large qiiantities 
Koumiss allays the desire for isolid food. Invalids can live for 
weeks, or even months, without any other nourishment but 
Koumiss itself. 

The mode of preparation is too long to describe, besides winch.

ifc varies in almost every statiou. Koumiss creates a feeling 
■of comfortable warmth in the stomach. Its taste is agreeable. 
When newly made it has a purgative, but when old an astringent 
action. As already remarked it is a valuable remedy in phthisis, 
chronic bronchial and intestinal catarrh, and diarrhoea, anaemia, 
chlorosis and scrofula. In Germany, as also in Switzerland, 
Koumiss is prepared from cow's, donkey's and goat's milk, but the 
results are not the same as those obtained with mare's milk. The 
Koumiss cure to do any good must be thorough. Taken in small 
doses it has no effect. Generally one bottle a day is used at first, 
and this quantity is augmented to five bottles later on. Very little 
solid food is taken, and that only in the evening when the treat- 
ment of the day has been finished. The temi^erature of the 
Koumiss should not be higher than 90° F. Nervous invalids and 
those who have an aversion to it, may take it at from 45° F. to 
50° F. 

Geape and Fruit Cures in General : — Grapes contain in the 
mean in 1,000 parts - 

Water 

Sugar 
Acid 

Albumen ... 
Pectin, Ac. 
Salts 

The most important constituent is tlic grape sugar. This varies 
in quantity very considerably, according to the greater or less 
warmth of the climate. In Hungary — Ruszt and Tokay — 301 
parts of grape sugar are found ; in Southern Fi*ance, 240 ; Styira, 
215; Moselle, 214; Worms, 201; Adlersberg, Hungary, 192; 
Stuttgart, 190 ; Bohemia, 185 ; Heidelberg, 180 ; on the Neckar, 
159. Spain, Italy and Madeira, are not included here, as the 
grape in these countries is not employed therapeutically. 

The quantity of grapes prescribed during the cure varies from 
4 to 10, and sometimes even to as much as 12 pounds daily. It is but 
natural to suppose that the human body, subjected to such treat- 
ment for three and four weeks continuously must feel the effects 
of a diminished food supply, and of the stimulus given to 
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fcjecretion. The material absorbed operates chiefly on the kidiiey& 
and intestines. 

The grape cure is indicated in cases of scrofula, angemia, 
indigestion, convalescence after fevers, chlorosis, and menstrual 
disorders. 

Favourable conditions or otherwise of climate play an impor- 
tant part in the results of treatment. Taken in very large 
quantities, 8 or 10 lbs. a day for instance, the grape cure is very 
effective in cases of plethora-abdominalis, haemorrhoids, consti- 
pation, hypochondriasis, and chronic catarrh of the respiratory 
organs. 

In phthisis and gravel the results are somewhat uncertain. 

Instead of grapes, other fruits may be similarly employed, as» 
for example, cherries, strawberries, the various varieties of 
currants, &c. 

Raw ham, and other raw meats are likewise, though very 
rarely, prescribed as cures.

ABAOH.— (Germany, Bavaria, 12 k. from Ratisbon on the riglit bank of 
the Danube. 

Alkaline waters. 

Special indications : Abdominal plethora. 

Abano.— Italy, Lombardy, 8 k. from Padua ; from Paris by P.L.M. Rail- 
way through Mont Genis 35 hours. 

Brom-iodide and sulpharous waters, 200° F. 
Mnd baths. 

Special indications : Rheumatism, scrofula, herpes, gout, 
oyarian and uterine inflammations, secondary and tertiary 
syphilitic affections. 

This place, known to the Romans as Acquae-Aponenses, contains now 
about 4,000 inhabitants. The water is used almost exclusively for 
baths. The mud is applied locally to affected parts ; the vapour is also 
utilised in steam^ths for inhalation and locally. 

Abas-Tuman.— Russia, Caucasus, near Achalzich. 

Sulphuro-saline waters, 110° to 120° F. Similar to Aix-les- 
Bains and Cauterets, but less rich in mineral constituents. 

Special indications : Rheumatism, articular contractions, 
arthritis, atonic ulcers and mercurial dyscrasia. 

The establishments offer but little comfort. The scenery is 
wild and grand, and game very abundant. There is a tradition 
that the waters were used by Alexander of Macedon. 

Abazzia.— Austria, Dalmatia, near Fiume. 

Winter station. 

Season : Ist October to 1st May. 

Special indications : Affections of the larynx, pharynx and 
chest. 

Abazzia is a new and rising station, one hour's di*ive from 
Fiume. It is situated on a small bay of the Adriatic, and 
is weU protected against all north, east and west winds. The 
Scirocco is deprived of much of its evil influence by the 
adjacent island of Veglia. Statistics arc still wanting.

Special indications : Herpes and arthritis. 

Aberayron.— Wales, Cardiganshire, between Cardigan and Aberystwith. 
Chalybeate waters and sea bathing. Sandy beach. 
Doctor : Dr. Williams. 

Aberbrothwick, or Arbroath. — Scotland, Forfarshire. 13 miles from 
Dundee. 

Sea baths and cold ferruginous carbonate waters. 
Special indications : Scrofula. 

Season : July- September. The climate is mild, and the town 
sheltered from easterly winds. 
Doctor : Dr. Monroe. 
Hotel: Tho Albion. 

Aberdaron.— Wales, Camarvonshire, on. the northern coast of Bay of 
Cardigan. 

Sea bathing ; sandy beach ; very picturesque scenery. 

Aberystwith.— Wales, Cardiganshire, by London and North-Westem 
Railway, in nine hours. 

Sea baths and ferruginous waters. 

Season : May-October. Sandy sloping beach. 

There is an establishment for hot and cold baths. The 
amusements are varied, and include concerts, theatre, archery, 
tennis, cricket, musical promenades, balls, horse racing, good 
fishing and boating, grouse and partridge shooting.

Aboukir.— Algiers, Province of Oran, near Mostaganem, and 79 k. from

A winter station of great importance. 

Sulphuro-saline waters of St. Venere, 70° F. Milk and whey 
cure. Hydropathic establishment. 
Season : All the year round. 
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ACQUAACETOSA — ^ACQUAE-ALBULAE. • 3 

Special indications : Pulmonary phthisis, chronic bronchial 
catarrh, emphysema, pneumonia, anaemia and chlorosis are 
benefited by the climate in winter ; rheumatism, gout, the uric 
or oxalic acid diathesis, anchylosis, obesity, latent scrofula, 
paralysis and neuralgia, mercury, lead and arsenic poisoning aie 
benefited by the waters. 

The climate of Acireale is very dry and mild. The death- 
rate is 19 per thousand. Mean winter temperature 55° F. The 
variations are never above 10°. The number of rainy days 
in the year range between 30 and 50, but never exceed the 
latter. Snow and fogs are unknown. Windy days are less in 
number than on the Kiviera, and there is a complete absence of 
dust. The prevailing winds are the S.E., S.W., S.S.E, iuad 
E.S.E. The air is vety rich in ozone, owing to the vicinity of 
the sea and the richness of the vegetation. 

Post and Telegraph in the H6tel des Bains. Doctors attached 
to the establishments.

Acq.ua-Acidola.— Italy, Tuscany, near Montalceto. 
Sulphurous and ferruginous waters, 70° F. 
Special indications : Atonic affections of the stomach and 
intestines, including various forms of dyspepsia and nephritis. 

AcquflB-AlbulflB.— Italy, 35 minutes from Tivoli ; 60 minutes from 
Bome by steam tramway. 

Cold sulphuro-saline waters. 

Special indications: Atonic and relaxed conditions of the 
mucous membrane, skin diseases, chronic sores. 

These waters were famous and much frequented in ancient 
times, even, it is said, before the advent of ^neas into 
Latium. Under the Emperor Augustus the town was 
particularly flourishing. After a neglect of several centuries 
the springs have come into public favour once again. A new 
and excellent bathing establishment has been erected with 
first-class baths and accommodation.

Special indications: Gravel and calculous affections of the 
urinary and digestive organs. 

Aoq.aa-Piizzolent6-di-Livomo.— Italy, Tuscany, near Leghorn. 

Sulphuro-saline waters, varying in temperature, according to 
season, from 50° to 75° F. 

Special indications: Scabies, herpes, eczema, and other 
skin diseases, scrofulous and rheumatic i^ections. 

Aoqua-Baineriana.— Italy, Lombardy, near Venice, in the vicinity of 
the volcanic lake of Arqua. 

Sulphurous waters, 70° F., containing a considerable quantity 
of free sulphuretted hydrogen.

Aoqtli.— Italy, from Paris by P.L.M. Railway, 27 hours and 6 mimites. 

Iodide and sulphate of lime waters, 178° F, The mnds aye 
more used than the waters. 

Special indications : Indolent articular affections, local para- 
lysis, rheumatism and sores of an atonic character and syphilis. 

The sojourn at Aoqui is not considered particularly agreeable, 
owing to the dampness of the climate. The thermal establish- 
ment is well arranged, and the accommodation comfortable. 

The mud baths are applied here by the body of the patient 
being immersed in the hot " fango," from which steam issues 
and fills the room. In this way a vapour bath is combined with 
a mud bath. Such baths generally last an hour, after which 
a cleansing bath follows, furnished by the water of the spring. 

The mud for the baths is obtained in a somewhat singular 
manner ; a diver, provided with two large bowls, plunges head 
foremost into the hot basin, re-appearing with his bowls full of 
mud. The climate of Acqui is very changeable and always 
damp in consequence of the vapours rising from the waters.

Adelheid8q.uelle.— Germany, Bavaria, near Tdlz, and 04 k. from Munich, 
in the village of Oberheilsbnmn. 

Bromo-iodurated saline waters, 24° F. 5*93 per cent, mineral 
constituents. 

Special indicationa : Scrofula, obesity, affections of the bones, 
goitre, inflammatory affections of the ovary, uterus and eyes. 

Adelholzen.— Germany, Bavaria, near Frauenstein. 
Bicarbonate of lime waters. 
Special indications : Anti-arthritic. 

Adelsberg.— Austria, nijrria, 23 miles from Trieste. 

A climatic station in spring and autumn, very charmingly 
situated. 

The town is visited chiefly on account of the '* Grotto of 
Adelsberg," which is without exception the grandest and most 
remarkable natural excavation in Central Europe. To visit it 
thoroughly requires about two hours.

Thermal sulphurous waters renowned in antiquity, 205° F.

Special indications : Chronic diarrhoea, gout, rheumatism, 
anaemia. 

One of the most picturesquely-situated towns in Sweden. 
The arrangements are all good.

Adorf. — Germanj, 3axony, in the circuit of Zwickau. 

Three springs ; one contains sulphate of soda, and two are 
saline. 

Aegina.— Greece, Morea, near the sea coast. 
Thermal saline waters. 

Aghaloc— Ireland, count-y of Tyrone. 
Saline sulphurous waters. 

Special indications : Skin diseases. Only used by the resi- 
dents. 

Agnano.— Italy, near Naples, by tramway. On the lake of Agnano. 

Sulpho-aluminous and saline waters, 122° F. 

The lake of Agnano contains various springs, which owe their 
origin to the condensation of steam as it escapes from tho 
volcanic soil. 

The Grotto del Cane with its emanations, proves, however, 
a greater attraction to visitors than the waters. 

Agon.— France, Department of La Manohe, from Paris via Coutances. 
Seabaths ; sandy beach ; increasing in popularity. 

Aguas-Calientes.— Mexico, State of Tacatecas. 
Sulphurous waters, 214° F. 
They give rise to the river of A^uas-Calientes. 

AguaB de Gamangilas.— Mexico, State of Guanaxuato. 

Sulphurous water, 228° F., only slightly mineralised. 

Ahioli. — ^Turkey, about 65 miles from Constantinople, close to Rnmili. 
Saline ferruginous waters, 100° F. 

Special indications : Abdominal affections, amenorrhoea, 
scrofula, &c. 

Aias.— Turkey, Asia Minor. 

Sulphurous and cuprous waters. 

The spring rises in a valley rich in silver and copper mines. 

Aidos.—European Turkey, at the foot of the Balkans, near the Black 
Sea. 

Saline sulphurous waters, 113° F.

Aitora.— Italy, Tuscany, near Monte-catmi. 

Sulphurous waters, 55° to 60° F. 

Special indications : Used externally in chronic rheumatism, 
in scrofula, gout, and skin diseases; internally in cases of 
gravel and vesical catarrh. 

Aix.— France, Bouches du Bhone, 20 hours from Paris by P.L.M. Bailway, 
branch at Bognac. 

Earthy waters, 81° F., useful as a sedative and alterative. 
Doctor : Dr. Rouget. 

Aix-la-Chapelle (Aachen).— Germany, Bhenish-Pmssia, on the Belgian 
frontier, 10 hours from Paris, 5 from Brussels, 12 from Berlin. 

Sulphurous alkaline waters, 107° to 120° F. 

Special indications : Skin diseases of all kinds, rheumatism, 
chronic diseases of the nervous centres, neuralgias, paralysis, 
and certain diseases in which mercurial treatment is generally 
indicated. 

The principal substances found in the waters of Aix are 
chloride of sodium, bicarbonate of soda, sulphate of sodium, 
and carbonate of potash.

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AIX-LES-BAINS. 

Season : April to November, bnt open all the year. 

As many as 20,000 strangers annually visit the town. 

Special indications: Rheumatism and gout are the diseases 
most successfully treated at Aix. Local affections dependent on 
or connected with these, such as sciatica, dyspepsia, cutaneous 
diseases, are also, with few exceptions, cured or relieved. 

Chronic catarrh of the neck of the womb, amenorrhoea, 
metritis, syphilis, bronchitis, laryngeal and nasal catarrh, 
pharyngitis, wounds by fire-arms, the sequelse of fractures or 
sprains, form the bulk of cases in which the value of the Aix 
waters is most generally admitted by medical men. 

The world-wide reputation of the thermal establishment of 
Aix is easily accounted for, in the first instance, by the abundance 
of the natural hot- water springs, the supply of which amounts 
to a million gallons daily : secondly, by the well-known attention 
and skill of the shampooers : thirdly, by the close proximity of 
Marlioz and Challes, the two strongest cold sulphur springs on 
the Continent. They are very useful as therapeutic auxiliaries 
to the mineral waters of Aix. 

The town of Aix is picturesquely situated at an altitude of 
about 800 feet above the sea level, on the lower slopes of the 
hills which form the base of Mont Revard. It overlooks the 
romantic lake of Le Bourget, and lies amidst verdant meadows, 
vineyards and gardens, in which the fig, the almond, and even 
the pomegranate flourish luxuriantly. 

The resident population of the town numbers some 3,500 
inhabitants. 

The mean temperature of the air during the season, from 
April to October, is 70° F. 

The thermal establishment is open the whole year round. 
Dr. Macphehson says : *' There are probably no sulphur baths 
in which the arrangements are so complete as in those of 
Aix.'* 

" The douche," says Dr. Garrod, " forms a Tery important 
specialty in the treatment at Aix. It is used in conjunction with 
hot vapour, with ordinary bathing, and with the waters internally. 
When a larger amount of sulphur, in the form of sulphate of 
sodium, is desirable, the cold waters of Marlioz, situated about 
a mile from Aii, or the Challes water, near Chambery, which 
contains not only a large amount of sulphur, but also of iodine 
and bromine, are employed internally in treatment. In gouty 
affections the Aix treatment has proved most useful, ;(1) when 
the gout has manifested itself in cutaneous eruptions, especially 
under the form of psoriasis or eczema, whether combined or not 
with joint affections ; (2) when much- passive swelling and 
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stiffness remain after attacks of articular gout; (3) in that 
form of gout which is unconnected with portal congestion, and 
in which other thermal waters, such as those of Wildbad and 
Teplitz, are usually found beneficial.'* 

In speaking of the treatment of rheumatic gout (rheumatoid 
arthritis), Dr. Grarrod adds : 

" Waters which I have found very beneficial in rheumatoid 
arthritis are those of Aix-les-Bains, at which place the douche 
forms a very important part of the treatment." 
The Grand Cercle d'Aix-les Bains is situated in the centre of the town, 
in close proximity to the Hotels, the railway station, the parks, the 
bathing establishments and the post and telegraph offices. This club, 
which has recently been much, improved by the addition of an 
elegant little theatre and large reception rooms, affords every facility 
for social amusement to its members. Every evening there is a 
»oMe muticale given by the Septuor and Italian Orchestra, under the 
guidance of L. Olivieri. Twice daily concerts are given in the 
gardens (40 musicians) under the same conductor. Three times a 
week there are representations by the Opera Comique and Italian Opera 
troupes (Director, M. Santino Costa) ; also, three times weekly, a grand 
instrumental concert by the whole orchestra (60 musicians), directed by 
M. E. Clonne, of the Chatelet, Paris. Every Tuesday, jfete de nnit, ball, 
illumination of the parks, and feu d'art[fice. Visitors who desire to 
attend these fete$ must be properly introduced. In July and August 
8ome of the chief stars of the Pans theatres, as well as many foreign 
celebrities, appear. Balls for children, marionettes, music, biUiard and 
card rooms, and pigeon matches, are also open to members. There 
is a telegraph office in the club caf^. The season is from the 1st 
May to 3l8t October. The fot/er is a very handsome apartment, 
aflPording a magnificent view of the gardens and chain of mountains. 
For further information address the Director. 
Walks and excursions are very varied. The environs being most 
picturesque, an ample field is given for outdoor amusements. The 
principal excursions are : Annecy and the lake, les gorges du Fier, la 
raXUe du Fier, la grande chartreuse, la valine des Beauges, the abbey 
of Haute-combe, la cascade de Gresy, le moulin de Primor, etc., etc. 
Aix possesses a museum with lacustrine collections from the lake of 

Le Bourget.

A winter station of great importance. Sea and "warm baths 
all the year round. 

Season : For the former, April to November j Winter season, 
November to end of May. 

Special indications : All chest and lung diseases ; anaemic 
and chlorotic affections, rheumatism, paralysis, diabetes. 

Built at the foot of a sloping hill, the town extends in the 
form of an amphitheatre, and is well protected from cold 
northerly and westerly winds. Ajaccio, as a winter health resort, 
has a great future. Where, it may be asked, can a finer climate 
be found than that of Corsica ? With the sky of Africa, the sun 
is less scorching, but none the loss bright. 

Dr. Bennet, of Mentone, says : " Ajaccio is one of the most 
** elegant and graceful cities I have seen. Cold is unknown 
" during winter ; the weather is constantly fine and illumi- 
** nated by a brilliant and radiant sun." Dr. Colonna, in an 
excellent note on this towTi, sums up the various opinions 
given by well-known medical men as to the excellence of the 
climate of Ajaccio. There is an unanimous expression of opinion 
among such, that Ajaccio is one of the best winter stations 
in the Mediterranean, an opinion shared by Dr. Keith of Edin- 
burgh, and Dr. Garreau. 
The drives and walks in the neighbourhood are beautiful, and the roads

The effect of the Baden waters, like that of all chloride of 
sodium springs, is to dissipate and dissolve congestions, to 
stimulate, accelerate and regulate digestion, to increase the 
secretive power of the skin and kidneys ; their most important 
characteristic is their high temperature and the absence of 
carbonic acid, which renders them mild and easy of digestion 
and very suitable for irritable and delicate persons, whose 
organs are capable of but little reaction. The springs are also 
useful in cases of weakened or easily disordered digestion. 

The amount of mineral ingredients varies for the several 
springs from 22 to 30 parts in 10,000. The quantity of water 
supplied in 24 hours by all the springs combined is nearly a 
million litres. Of this the main shaft spring supplies one-half. 
According to the analysis by Dr. Bunsen, of Heidelberg, in 
1881, this spring is remarkable for the unusually high per- 
centage of arsenic and lithium which it contains.

(wild baths), electric baths, inhalation apparatuses, cold 
water treatment, Russian or Irish baths, hot air baths, 
swimming baths at 59°, 80°, 95° and 100° F. Douches of every 
description, temperature and strength. 

Separate Russian vapour baths; Bos baths. Skilled gym- 
nasts and shampooers attend. It is open all the year round, 
and is thoroughly warmed in winter. 

Medical Director of the Baths, as appointed by the Govern- 
ment, Dr. Heligenthal. 
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Baden-Baden is a charming town piotoresquely situated in a ▼aUe:r» 
sheltered by the lower ranges of the Black Forest. The winter is 
very mild, whilst the summer is not excessively hot. It is a resort for 
icUers, pleasure-seekers and patients from all parts of the world. Its 
springs were known and used by the ancient Romans. 

The centre of Kur-life in the morning is ** The Trinkhalle," in front of 
the Hotel de VEurope, Visitors and patients come here between 6.30 
and 7.30 a.m., to take the waters, promenading in the intervals in Uie 
gardens and listening to the band. 

The frescoes with which the Trinkhalle is ornamented represent legoids 
of the Black Forest. 

The most popular rendezvous, however, is the " Conversationsliaus." 
Concerts twice daily are held in the small pagoda in front. The Con- 
yersationshans includes assembly rooms of immense size, reading- 
rooms, coSee and billiard-rooms, and a restaurant. The theatre and 
suite of apartments for assemblies and balls are magnificently furnished 
and are close by. 

The gardens and promenades are all admirably kept and very beantifnl. 

The race course at Iffezheim, at a short distance from Baden-Baden, is 
considered one of the best, if not the very best m Europe. In the 
early days of September, the races bring together the 4lite of the 
German and Austrian aristocracy. They are, perhaps, the best races 
in Germany or Austria. The Excursions are very VGu*ied and 
interesting. Amongst those at short distances may be mentioned: 
The old and new Schloss, whence on clear days the spire of the 
Cathedral of Strasburg is visible ; ruins of Eberstein Castle, the 
Favorite, the Hermitage. Farther off are the falls of Allerheilgenstein 
Eberstein, the Murg valley, Forbach, Raumunzach, Gemsba>ch 
Bothenfels.Kuppenheim, Wildbad, GriesbachjWolf ach, Petersthal, etc.

The climate of Cannes is more stimulating and invigorating 
than that of either Mentone or San-Remo. The air is very dry 
and fogs are rare. The mean winter temperature is 50° F. ; 
but from 10 a.m. to 3.30 p.m., on even the coldest day, the 
thermometer never falls below 55° F. Humidity of air is 65% ; 
mean rainfall, 88 ; mean barometric pressure, 760 mm. Eainy 
days during season (seven months), 44 ; sunny days, 108. 
Snow is exceptionally rare, and remains only for a few hours 
even in the coldest vrinters. Cannes is one of the least windy 
stations of the Riviera. 

The reputation of Cannes as a winter resort has been made 
ince 1830 — at least from an English point of view — when 
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CANNES. 61 

Lord Bf OTigham fixed his residence here. A few English 
families soon followed, and made the place known. To-day 
the original town is surrounded for a radius of three miles by 
villas, with beautiful gardens. One of the most fashionable 
quarters is still the West-end, with Lord Brougham's villa. 
The East-end, with some very extensive gardens, is newer, but 
has also ^ome magnificent residences, amongst which the 
Chateau Scott may be especially mentioned. Both quarters are 
in partial proximity to the sea. Towards Le Cannet is the inland 
quarter, and that is the more sheltered of the two as regards 
atmospheric disturbances. The west and the extreme east are 
on porphyry soil, which retains the heat much further into 
winter, and consequently produces earlier vegetation in spring. 

Cannes, in a word, may be said to be the "pied d terre" 
duriiig winter, of the English and French aristocracy. They 
have given the town a peculiar position among Mediterranean 
stations. No fewer than 80 English families hold property in 
the locality, and every year sees an increase in their number. 

The drinking water has become excellent since the construe-, 
tion of the Siagne canal. The drainage, a sore point of late 
years, has been the object of considerable attention, both from 
the municipality and the medical faculty. These bodies, fully 
aware of the importance of the matter, have combined, with the 
assistance and advice of Captain Douglas Galton, in subjecting 
it to very material improvements, so that before long the 
drainage of Cannes will be as perfect as that of any English town. 

The environs of Cannes are very interesting, and excursions to 
the Esterel mountains, the Lerins, &c., are well worth making. 
Amusements are not in general of a public character, but are> 
to a great extent, confined to family parties and soirees, and^ 
in these respects, Cannes has no rival on the Riviera.

Castellamare, built upon the ruins of the ancient Stabia, is 
beautifully situated at the foot of Monte St. Angelo, over- 
looking the Bay of Naples, Ischia and Capri. Pliny died here, 
79 A.D. It has been recognised from very early times as a 
place of residence for sufferers from affections of the respi- 
ratory organs. Summer, spring and autumn are very dry, but 
the winters rather damp. As an illustration of the health- 
giving power of its climate, may be mentioned the fact that 
Ferdinand I., of Bourbon, caused a castle to be built here, 
which he named " Qui si sana.** The Bosco di Quisisana, or 
park surrounding this villa, has delightful walks and is beauti- 
fully laid out. It is open to visitors. The view from the 
terrace is charming. 

Owing to its being open to the north wind, the hotteil days 
in summer are as cool as October days in Naples. The winter 
is mild. The sea and well-wooded slopes of Monte St. Angelo 
render the atmosphere of Castellamare tonic and stimulating. 
The town was called Stabiae as late as 1226, when Charles I. 
of Anjou built two castles close to the sea forpurposes of defence; ^ 
since which it has received its present name. The town consists^ ^ 
principally of one main street, running for almost four milea^..'^ 
along the sea, with a second one parallel to and behind it. 

Numerous excursions can be made in the neighbourhoods - 
The ascent of Monte St. Angelo, 5,000 feet high, and clothed 
almost to the summit with chestnut trees, is one of the most 
interesting. From the top a view of the whole bay and 
surrounding country is obtained (4 hours) ; 1^ hours to 
Sorrento ; 20 minutes to Pompeii ; 45 minutes to Naples ; li 
hours to Salerno ; 3i hours to Psestum, and 3 hours to Amalfi. 
Any special information which may be required will readily be 
given by the Mayor of the town.

This establishment, the first of its kind in Europe, was 
founded in 1854, by Dr.-^rehmer, who was the first to popu- 
larise the mountain air cure as a method of treatment in 
affections of the respiratory organs. From this place the 
"mountain air treatment," also known as the " Gftrbersdorf 
treatment," has spread. G6rbersdorf, or rather the establish- 
ment of Dr. Brehmer, is situated 1,700 feet above the level of 
the sea, in a zone exempt from consumption. It lies in a narrow, 
winding valley, surrounded almost entirely by mountains, 
from 2,000 to 2,200 feet high. The mountains are covered to 
their very bases with pine forests, and offer a great variety of 
excursions. The shady walks, conducting direct from the 
establishment by easy windings to the summits of the moun- 
tains, at whose feet the Kurhaus is situated, form very gradual 
ascents. The paths and roads are well cared for, and are 
provided with seats, in order that patients while ascending may 
avoid fatigue and over-exertion. This feature is of the utmost 
importance in the treatment of many lung affections. The 
bye-paths and roads of the establishment are above 6 k. in 
length, and are provided with more than 400 benches and seats. 
The walks lie mostly in the forest, or in a park of twenty-eight 
years growth, and therefore well shaded. The sun has free 
play only in the immediate neighbourhood of the establishment, 
the remainder of the ground being thickly shaded. 

The establishment itself comprises the Kurhaus and five 
detached villas, comprising altogether 234 rooms, furnished 
with every comfort which patients can require. The exterior 
of the building denotes sufficiently that it is no mere boarding- 
house or barrack. It combines beauty of architecture with 
utility. The two buildings forming the Kurhaus, and which 
contain 40 and 68 rooms respectively, are separated from 
each other by an extensive conservatory and reading-room. 
The rooms are thoroughly ventilated, especially in the new 
Kurhaus, where the air in every room is renewed three times 
in the hour. 

These arrangements permit of the winter cure being carried 
on under the most favourable conditions. The conservatories 
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and winter gardens enable patients to take exercise on days 
when the weather forbids it in the open air. Such days are, 
indeed, very seldom met with here; five or six may be the 
utmost during the whole winter season. The majority of days 
are cloudy, but on sunny days a heat of from 45° to 51° F, in 
the sun is registered in mid- winter. 

The establishment is arranged essentially for patients suf- 
fering from phthisis, or other affection of the respiratory organs. 
Anssmia, however, and chlorosis are also treated here with 
success. Some good results have been obtained likewise in the 
treatment of purely nervous asthma and in emphysema. 

The therapeutic advantages aie as follows: — ^An elevated 
position and a well-arranged establishment, with easy prome- 
nades and walks to the very summit of the mountains; baths of 
every description on each floor of the Kurhaus; douche and 
electric baths, and Waldenburg's apparatuses are also in use. 

The director of the establishment is Dr. Brehmer, the 
founder, assisted by Drs. Wulffert, Achtermann, and Sargins ; 
and by Mr. Grehmann, an accomplished chemist, and chief of 
the laboratory. 

Visitors on arrival are recommended to drive directly to the 
establishment, where rooms and every other necessity will be 
selected by one of the attending physicians. But the safest way 
is to write beforehand and make the necessary arrangements 
with the director, so that everything may be ready on arrival. 
Hotels and private apartments can also be had in the village ; 
but a sojourn in the establishment, under the immediate 
superintendence of the medical men, is much more preferable 
in all serious cases. 

The prices of pension in the establishment, including room, 
attendance, board (five meals daily), and the free use of all 
hathSy varies from 36«. to 60». a week. The difference in 
price is occasioned exclusively by the position of the rooms. 
Patients who are obliged to reside outside the establishment, 
from want of room, pay for board and use of baths, Ac, a 
weekly pension of 308. to the establishment. The price 
of rooms in the hotels and village varies from 24«. per week. 
Winter pension costs 6«. a week more. The companions 
or attendants upon sufferers must be pensionaires of the 
establishment, and medical attendance is not included in the 
price of the pension. 

Concerts and theatrical representations are given frequently. 
A cure-tax of 30s. for one person, and 488. for a family, is levied 
each year, in return for which free use of the promenades, 
reading-room, concerts, milk-and-whey cure, trout fishing, Ac, 
is given. The baths ordered by the doctors are included in the 
weekly pension, and ate not charged for extra. 
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Divine service every second week. 

In order to prevent disappointment, intending visitors should 
always order a carriage, by letter or telegram, at the establish- 
ment, to meet them at the station in Dittersbach. This is tlxe 
only way to raisure comfortable conveyances.

The town proper is three miles from the sea, and is built on 
the southern slope of the Maurettes chain of hills, here about 
700 ft. high. North of the Gapeau, a small river east of the 
town of Hy^res, the chain of Maures mountains protects the 
tovra against north-east and north winds. To the south and 
south-east of Hyferes are the three islands of Porquerolles, 
Port Gros, and Levant, also called the Hesperides, or Golden 
Islands. These protect the roadstead of Hyeres, and form a 
safe harbour. The situtation of this winter station has been 
frequently wrongly stated to be on these islands. The mean 
winter temperature at noon in the sun is 55° F., and in spring 
from 65 to 68° F. Approaching Hyeres from La Pauline on a 
calm day, the traveller will be astonished at the rapidity with 
which the temperature rises, while the vegetation assumes a 
more and more tropical character, until the culminating point 
is reached in the date palms on the Place des Palmiers. The 
mistral, that great enemy of Provence, is little felt here. The 
valley of Costebelle is well sheltered against this scorching 
wind, and is also more protected and favoured as regards 
vegetation. 

The mean barometric pressure is 762 to 766 mm., and the 
mean humidity of the air is 58 per cent, in the year. Forty- 
five rainy days, from October to end of April, have been 
counted ; snow falls very rarely, indeed not more than two or 
three times in a century. Fogs occur sometimes in autumn 
and spring, but are of short duration. The health of the com- 
munity is very good, and scrofula and phthisis scarcely exist. 
The water is good. Drainage has been improved considerably 
of late, but much still remains to be done in this respect. 

As everywhere on the Biviera, so likewise in Hyeres, the hour 
of sunset is a dangerous one, and patients have to be careful then 
not to remain out of doors. The climate of Hyeres, on the 
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whole, may be called a dry and stimulating one, and well-suited 
to patients who desire to avoid the damp and cold of a northern 
winter, and who have not to depend on free exercise in the open 
air as their principal treatment. 

The town has 12,000 inhabitants, and the excursions are very 
varied and beautiful. A special feature of this town is the 
three avenues planted with palm-trees, whence the place has 
been named by enthusiasts, " Hy^res les Palmiers." A large 
casino, with theatre, reading rooms, concert hall, Ac, exists on 
the Boulevard Napoleon, where the syndicate has its offices.

The vegetation is very laxurious, espe- 
cially in spots exposed to the sun's rays. The air is soft and 
pleasant ; nor does Ischl suffer from the defect common to most 
valleys, namely, a very limited period of sunshine daily, with a 
proportionately high temperature, which at times may become 
almost unbearable. The thermometer at Midsummer seldom 
rises above 86° F., and the change in temperature from morning 
to evening is hardly perceptible. Largo Government salt- 
works are carried on here, and owing to this circumstance, the air 
is always impregnated with saline particles, which render it 
very invigorating. The surrounding mountains are clothed with 
pine forests, the emanations from which contribute in a large 
degree to the health-giving qualities of the air. 

The chief promenade is the Esplanade, where visitors con- 
gregate, and which is thus the centre of "cure-life.'* The 
streets and roads are admirably kept, and the population is 
very civil and attentive. Beautiful villas and gardens surround 
Ischl to a wide range. The price of baths, &c., is posted up in 
all the establishments. Rudolph's Garden is the centre of 
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visitor-life in the morning, when the band plays from seven 
till half -past eight. Around it are the different bathing estab- 
lishments. The hotels, villas, and houses with furnished apart- 
ments, are prettily situated, mostly in their own gardens. 
The "Curhatu*' surpasses most establishments of its kiiut in the 
best watering-places along the Rhine, both in architectural beauty, 
and in elegant and comfortable arrangements. A very extensive 
garden surrounds it : its prominent features are : — ^The terrace, where 
dail^r concerts are held, a large concert and ball-room, reading-room, 
gaming and smoking-rooms. The view from the terrace is beautiful. 
The theatre is in the town on the Kreuzplatz. Operas and comedies. 
■ Societj^ atlschlis composed of the highest aristocracy, and the Imperial 
family passes several months here every year, in their beautiful castle. 
The Pott and Telegraph Office is in the centre of the town, near the 

church. From here the (ufferent diligences start. 
The excursions are very varied and too numerous to name in detail.

This 
establishment offers to the poorer class of children, irrespective of 
creed or nationality, the free use of the baths and waters of Kreuznach, 
with the view of checking, as far as may be, the ravages of children's 
diseases, and especially of those which, like scrofula, prevail chiefly 
among the i)oor. The cost of a course of treatment lasting thirty days 
is from 45s. to 60s. inclusive. 

For the accommodation of patients there are nearly 200 elegantly 
furnished hotels and private bathing houses, most of them in gardens. 

The amusements provided are all that can be desired. The splendid 
Kurhaus forms the centre of Cure life. Three times dailjr, the excellent 
orchestra of Director Parlow gives symphonic and artistic concerts. 
Water parties and carriage drives, balls, Italian nights, illuminations, 
fire-works, theatres, hunting, and fishing, etc., etc., supply the require- 
ments of most visitors.

Owing partly to the sea journey, partly to contradictory and 
malicious reports, Madeira is not visited as much as it deserves 
to be by patients suffering from pulmonary complaints. The 
climate is delightful, and there is absolutely no winter. 
Complete absence of dust, an ever luxuriant vegetation, no bad 
drainage, a pleasant moisture, and an ever mild, equable, and 
pure atmosphere, are the principal advantages of Funchal, the 
capital. These, when not entirely absent in many of the 
now fashionable winter stations on the Riviera, are in many of 
them only imperfectly enjoyed. Madeira has suffered much 
from false statements. English visitors decreased in number 
greatly from 1870 to 1880, but their nimbers have been on the 
increase since 1881. 
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The town of Funchal, except in the quarter close to the 
sea shore, is like a large garden. The view of it obtained 
from the sea is very beautiful, the town being built in 
the form of an amphitheatre. It is completely 8heltei*ed 
against north, north-east and north-west winds by mountains 
which rise to a height of 6,000 feet. During the whole year 
both northern and tropical fruits ripen. Wet days are 
rare, and invalids are thus enabled to take out-door exercise 
during some hours, however short, every day. The winds and 
storms, whicli are of such frequent occurrence on the Bivieia 
during the spring months, and which prevent not only invalids, 
but even the healthy and strong, from taking out-door exercise, 
are unknown in Madeira. 

Mean temperature, 68° F. The mean barometric pressure is 
762 ™/m ; mean humidity of atmosphere 70%. Weather statis- 
tics are — 170 clear days, with bright sun j 110 with a cloudy 
sky, and 85 rainy days. The thermometer stands at an average 
10° to 15° higher than on the Riviera in winter, and proportion- 
ably lower in summer. 
Locomotion in the town and its environs, and on excursions (which are 

numerous) is effected by palankins, hammocks or sledges, drawn by 

oxen, mules or horses. 
Amusements are amply provided for, and although a stay in Madeira 

may be called on the whole quiet, patients will find an ample recom- 
pense in the delightful climate ana scenery. 
The slight difference (viz. 15° to 20°) which there is betweenthe mean 

of the coldest and hottest months, shows how equable the climate of 

Funchal is. 
The mosquitoes which annoy on the Riviera as early in the year as 

April, are entirely absent. Indeed Madeira, especially its southern 

slopes, might with justice be called " TA« Sanatorium for Fhthisical 

paiienU.**

Mentone lies at the foot of the Maritime Alps, on the strip of 
shore to which the name of Riviera, or Cornice, has been given, 
and which extends from Nice to Genoa. It is a small town of 
6,000 inhabitants. Latitude, 43° N., longitude, 11° E. 

The coast line of mountains here rises to an elevation of 4,000 
feet or more, and, receding, forms a sheltered amphitheatre, well 
protected from the north, north-east, and north-west winds. 
The scenery is more' picturesque than in any other portion of the 
Riviera. The mingling of mountain and sea, and lemon and 
olive-clad hills, intersected as they are by innumerable charming 
valleys, is indescribably lovely, and, to be realised, must be 
seen. The flora is very varied, and spring or summer reigns 
throughout the winter. The watershed of the country — the 
mountain masses — are formed of secondary white limestone. 
But tertiary sand and gravel enter into the soil and diversify 
vegetation in a very charming manner. 

The climate is milder than in any other portion of the north 
shore of the Mediterranean, as is proved by the presence of 
forests of lemon trees creeping up the hillsides to a considerable 
elevation. Nowhere on the north Mediterranean shore does the 
lemon-tree grow with equal luxuriance. It is a tropical 
tree which cannot bear more than three or four degrees of frost 
without perishing. The fruit is destroyed by one or two 
degrees. At Mentone it constitutes the chief agricultural 
product. 
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The most trustworthy meteorological data respecting the 
winter climate of Mentone are those given by Dr. Henry 
Bennet, in his well-known work : " Winter and Spring on the 
Shores and Islands of the Mediterranean," 5th edition. They 
are founded on fifteen years' personal observation ; for November 
his mean temperatures are min. 49'2*', max. 60*1° ; December, 
■min. 44*2°, max. SS'l** ; for January, min. 42*8°, max. 63° j for 
February, min. 435°, max. 55*7° ; March, min. 45*3°, max. 59*3° ; 
April, min. 50*8°, max. 66'3°. The mean minimum for the six 
winter months is thus for fifteen years, 45*9° ; the mean maxi- 
mum, 58°2. The combined mean for the six months for the 
fifteen years is 52° F. During these years, observations were 
daily made of the hygrometric state of the air with wet and 
dry bulb thermometers, and a mean of 5*1 was obtained. This 
corresponds to 68 % of dryness — saturation being 100°, with a 
temperature of about 58°, and implies moderate drjrness in the 
air. In the winter there are no sea or land fogs, although sea 
fogs are occasionally observed in May and June. The average 
number of days on which rain fails — little or much — ^is, 
according to Mr. Brea, about 81 in the year. The amount of 
rainfall is about 24 inches. (Farina.) 

The climatic conditions above described render Mentone an 
exceptionally valuable winter resort in all diseases and in all 
conditions of health in which a dry, sunny, mild winter climate 
is required. There is a peculiar condition connected with the 
climate of Mentone, which Dr. Henry Bennet was the first to 
point out. The moisture-laden sea breeze, which is drawn in 
daily by the sun*s heat in sunny, cloudless weather, is arrested 
by the amphitheatre of mountains, which it cannot get over. 
The colder atmosphere of the elevated regions condenses its 
moisture, so as to form a haze over the landscape from about . 
11 a.m. These condensed vapours soften the atmosphere in an 
exceptional manner, and no doubt explain the fact of so many 
invalids improving, or even getting well there, while other 
regions of the north Mediterranean coast and the Riviera dis- 
agree with them. The rapid changes of temperature common 
to Nice, Cannes and Hy^res, are less noticed here, the 
temperature being in general more equable. 

The drainage is improving, owing to the united efforts of the 
medical men and the municipal authorities.

rare, but the dews are heavy and frequent. On the whole the 
climate is an exceptionally dry and exciting one. The mistral 
is as little felt here as at Villefranche, especially in the 
Condaraine district. 

The air being very dry, and high winds of frequent occur- 
rence, the entire absence of dust is the more noteworthy and 
pleasant. The roads, gardens, etc., are excellently kept, and 
residence here is certainly as agreeable as in any town on the 
Riviera.

The Nice climate, so very Beneficial in many cases of disease, when 
proper precautions are taken, may be very hurtful if they are neglected. 
Debcate persons should never go out before ten in the morning nor 
after half-past three in the afternoon, and should always be provided 
with overcoats, mantles, and wrappers. 

An omnibus runs between Nice and Monte Carlo; fare outside, 2 fr. 
50 c. there and back ; inside, 2 f r. ; three times a day ; change of 
horses at Beaulieu.

Pau, the ancient capital of Beam, is situated on the north 
bank of the river Gave, at the foot of the Pyrenees, of which 
it affords a very fine view. It has been considered for many 
years a most useful winter station for invalids on account of its 
mild and sedative climate, and the complete absence of strong 
winds. The above-mentioned diseases more especially are likely 
to be benefited by a prolonged stay in the town. The various 
febrile disorders of children are here of a particularly mild type. 
The soil of Pau being of a light sandy character, or moraine 
(glacier formation), allows of the free percolation of surface 
water, so that there is very little free moisture in the air, 
although the evaporation is rapid. 

During the last few years the drainage of Pau has been 
under reconstruction, and it is now perfect. The town may 
to-day be safely called the best drained in France, and will 
probably henceforward enjoy a complete immunity from 
epidemics. 

The mean temperature of Pau in the winter months is 47° P. ; 
mean barometric pressure is 743*25 ; humidity of the air amounts 
to 68*955 monthly, saturation point being 100. Average rain- 
fall per month, 3*538 inches. Taylor gives 122, and Otley, who 
included in his statistics nightly showers, 140 rainy days in 
the year.

This is 
owing mainly to its enlightened *' municipal administration,'* 
which has contrived to make St. Raphael as attractive and 
healthy as is i^ossible. The drinking-water is excellent and 
abundant. The town is lighted by electric light ; the telephone 
unites the hotels, the public establishments and the principal 
villas. In a word, eveiy thing is in conformity with the 
requirements and progress of the present day. 

There are no statistics as to barometric pressure, rainfall, or 
humidity of the air, sufficient time not having yet elapsed for 
their compilation. Most, however, of the medical and 
meteorologic observations collected at Nice, Hyferes, Cannes, 
etc., are applicable to the climate of St. Raphael. The 
characteristic of the climate of the latter is its dryness, hence 
the stimulating and tonic influence it exercises. Until within 
recent years, some medical men, whether from ignorance or 
owing to lack of personal experience of the town, used to 
hesitate to send invalids suifering from chest complaints 
thither. They made it a reproach that the town was open to 
the full force of the " mistral ' ' and its injurious influences ! Such 
may be the case with St. Raphael proper, but is quite untrue 
as regards the valleys of Valescure . and Boulerie, on the 
territory of the commune, and almost at the gates of St. 
Raphael. The number of births far exceeds the deaths, and 
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octogenai*iaus are nnmerons enongh, facts which speak snfB- 
ciently for the healthiness of the climate of St. Raphael. 

In the foregoing statements we have had only in view the 
advantages of St. Baphael as a winter station. Bat to Eng- 
lishmen who have resided long in tropical climates, and are 
accustomed to seek a warm residence, St. Bapha^ may be 
recommended also as a summer station. The inhabitants of 
Lyons and Marseilles supply the majority of summer visitors, 
who come hither in search of the fresh breezes, which their 
towns are without at that season of the year. During summer, 
the bathing establishment is open, and hydropathic treatment 
at every season can be undergone.

The latter are invisible 
from the town, and can only be seen from the summits of the 
second range. San Eemo is thus only open to south-east, 
south and south-west winds. 

In early spring, the country round the bay resembles a vast garden. 
As regards vegetation San Remo is perhaps the most favoured of any 
health resort on the Riviera. As early as the month of February wild 
flowers come into bloom, a fact which sufELciently attests the mildness 
of the climate. The air is bracing and healthy to a degree which 
attracts the attention of visitors staying for any length of time. The 
climate may be described as moderately warm, dry, very sunny, and 
in comparison with other towns on the coast, only slightly stimulating.
